2,  The  flight  path  appeared  straight,  the  objects  going  from  SE  to  NW. 
There  \va.s  no  noise  heard.  The  lead  object  did  not  change  positions, 
altitude  or  laterally,  and  the  "diamond  formation"  maintained  its  integrity 
throughout  the  observation.  No  hovering  or  apparent  speed  changes  were

noticed.  The  lead  object  was  much  more  brilliant  than  the  smaller 
objects.  Its  color  was  not  a solid  appearing  color  but  a "faded"red  and 
blue  hue  which  seemed  to  intermittently  revolve.  The  smaller  objects 
were  less  brilliant  and  no  color  was  observed.
